high's  new  boiler  plant,  in  which 
reference  was  made  to  a  historic  incident  wherein  the 
Babeock  and  Wilcox  Co.  figured  as  a  benefactor  of  the 
University  at  a  very  critical  time.  Now  Dick  Morris, 
'89,  who  knows  evei-ybody  in  Philadelphia,  showed  his 
copy  of  the  Bulletin  to  Mr.  H.  E.  Passavant,  manager 
of  B.  and  W.  's  Philadelphia  office,  who  was  able  to  give 
the  following  more  intimate  account : 

My  dear  friend  Morris: 

In  1895,  a  year  after  I  came  to  Philadelphia  from 
Pittsburgh,  I  was  successful  in  selling  the  Bethlehem 
Iron  Company  the  first  Babeock  &  Wilcox  water-tube 
boiler  they  had  ever  purchased.  After  its  installa- 
tion they  were  so  well  pleased  tliat  they  asked  for  a 
proposition  on  additional  boilers,  which  was  duly  for- 
warded. At  that  time  Mr.  Robert  Sayre  was  Vice- 
President  of  the  Bethlehem  Iron  Company,  and  we 
believe,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Lehigh  University. 

In  the  late  Spring  of  1895  I  received  a  telegram 
from  Mr.  Sayre  saying  that  he  wanted  to  see  me  the 
first  thing  next  morning.  Being  more  of  an  ambitious 
salesman  than  I  am  now,  I  stayed  up  half  the  night  to 
catch  the  early  morning  train  and  arrived  at  Mr. 
Sayre's  residence  before  he  was  out  of  bed.  My  card 
was  taken  to  him  and  he  appeared  in  his  carpet  slip- 
pers with  a  wealth  of  bathrobe  around  his  night 
clothes,  and  in  his  most  inimitable  gruff  way  wanted 
to  know  what  in  the  hell  I  was  doing  there  at  that 
time  of  the  morning.  I  recalled  to  his  mind  his  tele- 
gram, and  with  a  broad  smile  he  said,  "Well,  you  don't 
think  I'm  going  to  give  you  another  boiler  order,  be- 
cause I'm  not,  but  I  do  want  five  thousand  dollars." 
Not  having  been  asked  so  abruptly  ever  before  for  five 
thousand  dollars  I  almost  expired,  not  understanding, 
of  course,  what  Mr.  Sayre  was  after.  He  said,  "Just 
let  me  get  some  breakfast  and  some  clothes  on  and  I 
will  tell  you  the  story."  I  want  to  tell  you  that  the 
wait  between  his  leaving  the  library  and  his  return 
was  a  period  of  absolute  agony.  On  his  return  he  told 
me  of  the  dire  necessities  of  the  Lehigh  University, 
that  he  had  been  making  a  personal  campaign  among 
the  friends  of  the  Bethlehem  Iron  Company  and  of  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Railroad,  and  had  secured  quite  a  large 
sum  of  money,  and  he  wanted  a  donation  from  the 
Babeock  &  Wilcox  Company  of  five  thousand  dollars. 
I  told  him  the  only  way  we  could  get  it  was  to  take 
the  next  train  and  go  to  New  York.  Pulling  out  his 
watch  he  said,  "We  can  catch  one  in  fifteen  minutes." 
Down  to  the  depot  we  went  and  being  in  a  rather 
facetious  mood  by  this  time  I  asked  him  if  I  should 
buy  his  ticket.  I  don't  like  to  repeat  what  he  said, 
but  as  he  travelled  on  an  annual  pass,  his  transpor- 
tation was  unnecessary. 

In  1895  we  had  our  New  York  office  at  the  corner 
of  Cortlandt  and  Church  Streets,  occupying  the  entire 
building  from  second  floor  up.  I  introduced  him  to 
our  then  President,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Pratt,  and  our 
Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  G.  AVard.  Mr.  Sayre  told  the  story 
and  with  the  prospect  of  the  Bethlehem  Iron  Com- 
pany's business  in  the  near  future,  and  the  possibility 
of  Mr.  Sayre  being  refused  the  five  thousand  dollars, 
I  certainly  was  up  in  the  air,  but  much  to  my  surprise 
Mr.  Pratt  turned  to  Mr.  Ward  and  said,  "Gilbert,  write 
Mr  Sayre  a  check  for  five  thousand  dollars,"  which 
was  duly  turned  over,  and  after  thanks  were  expressed 
by  Mr.  Sayre  I  accompanied  him  to  the  street. 
Saying  goodbye  to  me  he  said,  "Passavant,  I  have 
made  a  terrible  mistake;  that  was  the  easiest  thing 
I  ever  did,  and  I  might  just  as  well  have  had  ten 
thousand  as  five  thousand."

high. It  will  be  devoted  to 
the  entertainment  of  from  two  to  three  hundred  pro- 
spective students  who  have  been  recommended  as  the 
right  kind  of  timber  for  Lehigh.  Not  all  of  them  will 
enter  Lehigh  next  Fall,  but  many  of  them  will,  for 
their  brief  visit  to  the  campus  will  give  them  the  "feel" 
of  the  University  and  convince  them  that  there's  no 
place  like  Lehigh.

THIS  is  the  first  opportunity 
that  I  have  had  to  express  to 
the  President  and  Faculty  my 
gratitude  for  the  surprising  honor 
which    was    conferred    upon    me 
when    I    received    the   Honorary 
Master  of  Arts  degree.     I  have 
never  quite  known  whether  this 
was   for   some   real   achievement 
or  whether  it  was  rather  an  at- 
tempt to  atone  for  what  the  pred- 
ecessors of  this  faculty  did  in  1891  when  they  informed 
the  world  that  I  was  a  civil  engineer.     But,  however 
that  may  be,  the  Master's  hood  with  the  brown  and 
white  on,  it  is  one  of  my  proudest  possessions. 

I  have  been  interested  to  see  what  changes  have  been 
made  since  my  time  in  the  curriculum  at  Lehigh  in  in- 
troducing what  are  called  the  humanities  into  this  insti- 
tution along  with  what  used  to  be  called  the  inhumani- 
ties. I  find  that  the  degrees  awarded  in  1927  include 
many  B.A.  degrees  and  that  twelve  students  were  work- 
ing for  the  M.A.,  including  to  my  amazement  a  few 
women,  and  that  out  of  the  total  of  1517  students,  356 
were  enlisted  as  Arts  students  and  that  a  student  in 
the  College  of  Engineering  can  choose  as  late  as  the 
sophomore  year  whether  he  will  continue  in  Engineer- 
ing or  devote  his  upper  class  years  to  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Science.  I  find  English  courses  in  the  fresh- 
man year  of  the  technical  students  and  I  find  them  re- 
appearing in  the  second  semester  of  the  senior  year.  I 
find  that  we  have  a  building  for  Arts  and  Science 
known  as  Coppee  Hall  which  rejoices  my  heart  for  I  am

one  of  the  veterans  who  remember 
with  warm  affection  that  splendid 
gentleman  and  scholar.  And  then 
coming   down   to   the   subject   in 
which  we  are  interested  today  I 
find  that  all  the  shelves  in  this 
Library  are  open  to  all  the  stu- 
dents and  that  they  ai"e  encour- 
aged to  make  the  widest  use  of  the 
Library,  not  only  for  study  and 
research,  but  for  unrequired  read- 
ing.   I  think,  Dr.  Richards,  that  j'ou  are  going  farther 
in  these  admirable  directions  than  most  of  your  con- 
temporaries. 

'T'HE  Librarian  of  one  great  technical  school  writes  me 
that,  "We  provide  what  cultural  reading  we  can  for 
those  who  may  happen  to  find  a  few  .spare  moments." 
Another  says  that  some  theses  are  written  in  History 
courses.  A  third  that  "very  little  inspiration  is  given 
that  would  make  the  average  student  care  to  come  to 
the  Library  unless  he  is  in  need  of  help  with  his  work. ' ' 
Of  course  I  know  that  a  university  which  has  for  its 
main  purpose  the  training  of  men  who  are  to  take  their 
places  among  the  sons  of  Martha  can  only  go  so  far  to- 
wards ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  spirit  which 
belongs  to  the  sons  of  Mary.  Yet  I  am  sure  you  are 
pleased  a.s  all  friends  of  the  University  must  be  to  see 
the  number  of  students  in  the  Arts  cour.ses  so  respect- 
able a  minority  and  to  find  that  the  technical  men  do 
not  regard  these  opportunities  for  wider  culture  as  a 
negligible  quantity  or  a  nuisance.     The  circulation  of 

22,000  which  you  had  in 
this  Library  last  year 
proves  that  beyond  a  doubt. 
For  the  education  we  all 
lilvc  to  think  of  is  that 
which  teaches  i^rinciples  as 
well  as  devices,  the  educa- 
tion which  while  it  prizes 
invention  does  not  reject 
the  experience  of  the  race, 
the  liberal  training  which 
prepares  for  the  whole  of 
life  not  one  particular  part 
of  it,  which  aims  at  making 
a  person  and  a  citizen  as 
well  as  a  technician,  which 
holds  that  a  man  should  be 
somebody  as  well  as  do 
something. 

That  self -education  which 
fosters  continued  growth  is 
what  I  mean.  Charles  R. 
Mann- speaks  of  it  in  a  re- 
cent article  as  a  means  of 
justif.yiug  our  national  ex- 
istence, "since,"  he  says, 
"the  success  of  a  democra- 
cy is  not  measured  by  the 
efficiency  of  its  administra- 
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tiou  but  by  the  growth  of  its  people. ' ' 

'THAT  is  what  provides  the  inspiration  for  those  of  us 
who  work  in  public  libraries.  With  the  rest  of  the 
members  of  the  great  army  wiio  have  to  do  with  print 
we  have  for  our  main  task  the  liberation  of  the  spirit. 
I  remind  you  that  technical  men  need  in  their  reading 
what  all  other  men  need,  books  of  history  by  which  they 
may  see  through  what  agonies  liberty  has  been  striven 
for  in  all  the  ages  of  the  world,  books  of  truth  as  well 
as  books  of  knowledge,  books  of  imagination  that  they 
may  now  and  then  feel  the  thrill  of  Keats'  explorer 
when  he  stared  at  the  Pacific,  books  that  can  show  how- 
much  greater  the  mind  and  soul  are  than  any  material 
thing  can  be,  and  for  immediate  use  at  this  particular 
moment,  books  showing  what  the  duty  of  the  neighbor 
is  between  nations,  between  races  in  the  same  nation, 
and  between  those  who  differ  in  the  matter  of  God 
and  man. 

The  American  Library  Association  has  produced  in 
the  past  few  years  a  large  assortment  of  ingenious  pam- 
phlets called  the  Reading  With  A  Purpose  series,  short 
and  simple  introductions  to  biology,  to  modern  fiction, 
to  English  literature,  to  the  life  of  Christ,  to  the  human 
body,  or  any  one  of  a  score  of  other  great  subjects,  each 
provided  with  a  brief  list  of  titles  and  all  prepared  by 
the  best  authoi-ities  to  be  found. 

Collateral  reading,  that  is,  reading  which  belongs  by 
the  side  of  one's  studies,   or  non-collateral  and  un- 


required reading  which  is  what  I  offered  to  speak  about 
today,  merges  itself,  you  see,  into  the  field  of  what  is 
broadly  called  adult  education.  Many  approaches  to 
this  through  books  have  been  proposed,  the  Reading 
With  A  Purpose  series  being  the  latest.  The  most 
famous  is  a  set  of  books  selected  by  an  eminent  educa- 
tor who  incautiously  allowed  it  to  be  understood  that 
by  reading  these  books  for  a  few  minutes  a  day  one 
could  get  the  equivalent  of  a  university  education.  He 
could  hardly  have  meant  that.  Other  less  famous  at- 
tempts to  provide  a  complete  course  in  reading  have 
been  oifered.  None  of  them  will  wholly  satisfy  either 
you  or  me  because  the  best  books  for  you  are  never  the 
same  as  the  best  books  for  me. 

All  these  reading  lists  and  sets  of  the  best  books  are 
but  hints  and  suggestions,  that  is,  a  menu  a  la  carte. 
The  best  use  of  the  library  comes  sometimes  to  the 
reader  who  refuses  the  table  d'hote  dinner  and  at  first 
wanders  about  among  the  shelves  aimlessly,  it  may 
seem,  grazing  here  and  there  like  some  herbaceous  ani- 
mal in  a  field  having  many  kinds  of  fodder  until  he 
finds  what  he  can  chew  on  with  the  greatest  relish. 
What  he  is  really  doing  is  perhaps  not  aimless.  Per- 
haps he  is  listening  for  the  voice  which  can  say  to  him 
what  he  desires  and  deserves  to  hear.  Maybe  his  wish 
is  to  live  im  Ganzen,  as  the  Germans  say,  and  he  may 
be  hoping  for  the  book  which  will  gratify  that  wish.  If 
so  he  must  choose  for  himself.  We  can  but  ojDen  the 
doors  for  him  to  the  accumulated  wisdom,  feeling  and 
beauty  of  the  past.

Two  Lehigh  Engineers  Contribute  Their  Skill  to 
the  Development  of  the  New  Russia 


IN  RESPONSE  to  your  request 
that  I  give  you  a  brief  history 
of  my  Russian  experience,  I 
would  advise  that  in  1926  the  So- 
viet Government  determined  upon 
a  very  comprehensive  program  for 
expanding  coal  production.  The 
production  at  that  time  was  25,- 
000,000  tons  yearly  and  the  pro- 
gram called  for  40  million  tons 
annual  production  in  five  years. 

Three  American  firms,  including 
Stuart,  James  &  Cooke,  Inc.,  of 
New  York,  together  with  several 
German  engineering  firms,  were 
requested  to  visit  Russia  and  sub- 
mit plans  for  the  opening  of  new 
mines.  As  a  partner  of  Stuart, 
James  &  Cooke,  Mr.  Stuart  and  I 
went  to  Russia  in  March,  1927,  ac- 
companied by  several  of  the  firm's 
engineers  and  spent  six  months 
making  preliminary  plans.  When 
these  plans  were  completed  they  were 
carefully  checked  by  a  group  of  techni- 
cal experts  selected  by  the  Russians,  and 
as  a  result  of  their  appreciation  of  our 
work,  Stuart,  James  &  Cooke  were 
awarded  a  three-year  contract  of  great 
magnitude  for  the  complete  design,  speci- 
fication and  supervision  of  installation 
of  a  group  of  new  coal  mines  and  the  re- 
habilitation of  older  mines.  I  have,  since 
that  time,  been  devoting  my  time  largely 
to  supervising  the  execution  of  this  pro- 
gram. We  have  established  a  large  engi- 
neering office  in  Russia  and  the  work  is 
of  such  importance  that  it  justifies  mak- 
ing several  trips  each  year  to  keep  thor- 
oughly in  contact  with  the  progress. 


TpROM  an  engineering  view-point  the 
■*-  work  is  intensely  interesting,  first  be- 
cause the  Russians  are  wonderful  tech- 
nicians and  demand  technical  perfection 
as  far  as  possible  before  authorizing  any 
expenditures.  In  all  my  American  ex- 
perience, I  have  never  been  required  to 
•work  out  and  so  thoroughly  prove  the 
economical  and  technical  basis  for  each 
individual  unit  of  design.  The  reason 
for  this  is,  that  European  mine  man- 
agers are  held  responsible  under  the 
law  for  serious  accidents  involving  loss 
of  life,  unless  they  can  prove  that  tech- 
nically their  design  and  reasoning  was 
correct;  and  so  they  demand  the  most 
exhaustive  proof  of  every  plan  before 
authorizing  its  acceptance.  To  me  it 
has  been  a  second  "shot"  at  a  university 
and  a  re-opening  of  many  a  dusty  and 
forgotten  volume  of  the  "Pop"  Meaker 
era. 

The  most  interesting  thing,  of  course, 
is  the  constant  comparison  between 
American  and  Continental  mining  meth- 
ods, and  I  am  sorry  to  say,  in  many 
respects  we  are  terribly  lacking.  We 
are  very  much   behind  Europe   in   coal 


T^USSIA,  with  the  eyes  of  all  the 
■*-\  ivorld  curiously  upon  her,  is  in  the 
midst  of  a  development  in  which  the 
engineers  play  an  important  role.  Nat- 
urally, Lehigh  is  represented  in  the  pi- 
oneering ranks  of  American  engineers, 
and  two  of  our  graduates  have  kindly 
acceded  to  a  request  that  they  pass  on 
their  impressions  and  experiences  for 
the  information  and  interest  of  other 
Lehigh  men.  The  first  letter  repro- 
duced below  is  from  J.  H.  Pierce,  '10, 
written  ivhile  he  was  in  America.  He 
returned  to  Russia  in  January.  The 
second  was  ivritten  by  W.  A.  Warren, 
""79,  who  has  been  abroad  since  1922. 


washing,  long  wall  methods  and  roof 
control,  in  laws  providing  for  the  safety 
of  workmen,  and  in  most  cases  housing 
of  our  employees  is  far  less  substantial 
and  comfortable.  On  the  other  hand, 
our  transportation  and  hoisting  systems 
and  the  distribution  and  organization  of 
labor  forces  are  far  superior;  our  execu- 
tives are  not  hampered  by  years  of  tra- 
ditions, and  consequently  progress  to- 
ward modernity  more  rapidly.  These 
advantages,  coupled  with  our  greater 
use  of  power  machinery,  have  placed  us 
far  in  the  fore-front  of  the  older  mining 
nations. 

"DUSSIA  is  undertaking  a  tremendous 
•*■*-  experiment  that  the  world  is  watch- 
ing with  mixed  emotions.  Even  those 
closely  in  touch  with  affairs  cannot  cor- 
rectly evaluate  the  significance  of  cur- 
rent events,  or  safely  prophesy  the  ulti- 
mate outcome.  There  is  one  thing,  how- 
ever, on  which  all  agree,  and  that  is, 
that  the  industrial  development  in  all 
lines  has  been  stupendous.  They  have 
set  themselves  standards  of  perform- 
ance unthought  of  in  old  Russia;  they 
have  set  up  calendar  plans  of  perform- 
ance for  every  industry,  so  projected  as 
to  demand  a  vastly  increased  production 
each  succeeding  year,  and  to  the  amaze- 
ment of  all,  are  surpassing  their  self- 
imposed  severe  standards. 

One  comes  out  of  Russia  tremendously 
impressed  with  the  intelligence  of  their 
industrial  advisors,  with  their  keen  de- 
sire to  improve  the  economic  and  cul- 
tural aspects  of  the  nation,  with  the  un- 
limited wealth  of  all  kinds  hidden  be- 
neath its  surface,  with  its  tremendous 
man-power,  and  one  sincerely  hopes  that 
this  great  man-power  may  be  surely  and 
steadily  led  forward  and  upward  by  wise 
leadership,  to  a  higher  plane  than  Rus- 
sia has  hitherto  attained.

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Travels  of  W.  A.  Warren,  '79 

SHALL  now  attempt  to  comply 
with  your  request  to  give  you 
a  short  account  of  my  sojourn 
in  Russia.  To  begin,  I  arrived  at 
Kemerovo,  Siberia,  in  June,  1922. 
An  American  organization  had 
taken  over  the  coal  mines  and 
coke  plant  at  that  place  for  the 
purpose  of  resuscitating  the  indus- 
try which  was  at  a  very  low  ebb. 
The  Russian  manager  had  the 
mines  so  crowded  with  workers 
that  they  were  in  one  another's 
way.  In  order  to  keep  up  the  out- 
put temporarily,  they  were  taking 
out  the  pillars  and  doing  no  ex- 
ploration work  in  order  to  provide 
for  a  future  output.  The  produc- 
tion of  coal  was  one-tenth  of  a 
ton  per  man  per  day.  After  the 
Americans  took  charge  the  pro- 
duction soon  rose  to  one  ton  per 
man  per  day  and  continued  to  rise 
still  higher.  Two  years  ago  a  Russian 
management  from  the  Don  coal  region 
of  Southern  Russia  arrived  and  took 
complete  charge  of  everything.  The 
Americans  soon  scattered,  many  re- 
turning to  the  States,  and  the  rest  are 
dispersed  from  Rostoff  to  Vladivostok, 
and  from  Petrograd  to  Turkestan.  The 
output  of  coal  at  Kemerovo  soon  drop- 
ped, and  after  a  commission  from  Mos- 
cow had  made  an  investigation,  a  half 
dozen  of  the  management,  including 
bookkeepers,  were  arrested.  In  the  trial 
which  followed  they  were  convicted  of 
mis-appropriating  government  funds  and 
were  given  prison  sentences  running 
from  five  to  eight  years. 

My  work  at  Kemorovo  included  the 
making  of  mine,  highway,  topographic 
and  other  surveys,  some  railway  work 
and  finally  a  surface  triangulation  in- 
cluding the  coal  measures.  The  Kem- 
erovo coal  is  suitable  for  making  coke, 
the  veins  are  thick  and  have  an  incline 
of  50  degrees  or  more  and  the  coal  is 
badly  crushed  by  the  crumpling  of  the 
earth's   crust. 

A  FTER  leaving  Kemerovo   I   made  a

trip  through  Southern  Russia  with 


two  companions  from  Kemerovo,  going 
via  Harkoff,  Rostoff,  Baku,  Datum  and 
the  Crimea.  At  Chiaturi  in  the  Caucas- 
us region,  the  Harriman  people  who 
have  a  concession  for  thirty  years  on 
the  manganese  mines  at  this  place,  had 
stopped  work  and  the  management  had 
gone  to  Moscow,  to  attempt  to  have  part 
of   the    contract  -changed. 

At  Batum  we  were  told  that  the  cold- 
est weather  was  about  one  degree  be- 
low freezing.  Palm  trees  are  growing 
in  the  parks,  and  the  government  is  ex- 
perimenting in  the  vicinity  with  tea 
plantations.  From  Batum,  the  trip  by 
steamer   on  the  Black   Sea  to  Yalta  in 
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the  Crimea  took  about  four  days.  Aleup- 
ka  is  reached  from  Yalta  by  autos  in 
one  day  if  nothing  happens  in  traveling 
over  the  steep  roads.  I  have  not  seen 
autos  used  on  such  steep  roads  else- 
where. The  Crimea  was  formerly  the 
winter  playground  for  the  Russian  no- 
bility, and  their  palaces,  now  turned 
into  museums,  are  to  be  found  at  Aleup- 
ka  and  other  places.  Many  of  the  finer 
church  buildings  have  been  converted 
into  museums  also  in  nearly  all  parts 
of  Russia.  In  Petrograd  and,  Moscow 
the  art  treasures  of  the  past  are  well 
cared  for  in  the  museums  and  art  gal- 
leries. 

In  Southern  Russia  some  of  the  agri- 
cultural communes  were  visited.  In  gen- 
eral they  are  not  making  a  great  suc- 
cess at  machine  farming.  The  cost  of 
the  kerosene  is  high,  repairs  are  expen- 
sive, and  the  tractors  do  not  last  long. 
The  Fordson,  Case  and  International  are 
the  tractors  most  in  use.  The  Seattle 
Commune  and  the  Ware  Concession 
seemed  to  be  exceptions  to  the  general 
rule,  as  they  seemed  to  be  very  success- 
ful. The  steppes  of  Southern  Russia  are 
especially  well  adapted  to  the  use  of 
farm  machinery,  the  soil  is  very  good, 
but  the  rain-fall  is  somewhat  uncertain. 

WHEN  I  was  last  in  Moscow  I  ar- 
ranged to  go  to  work  on  the  con- 
struction of  the  Siberian-Turkestan  rail- 
way, running  from  Semapalatinsk,  Si- 
beria, to  Frunze,  Turkestan,  and  at  this 
time  I  expected  to  be  SOO  kilos  south  of 
Semapalatinsk  on  the  Kirzhez  Steppes. 
On  reaching  Semapalatinsk  I  was  told 
by  the  Russian  engineer  in  charge  there 
that  no  wagons  were  being  sent  south 
at  that  season  of  the  year.  A  half  dozen 
or  more  former  Kemerovo  people  are  em- 
ployed on  the  construction  of  the  new 
road  at  this  point,  two  of  them  being  en- 
gineers. I  had  a  telegram  offering  a  posi- 
tion at  the  Sarala  Gold  Mines  and  my 
friends  said  that  living  conditions  on 
the  railroad  were  rather  bad,  so  I  de- 
cided to  come  here. 

At  Semapalatinsk  I  got  my  first  drink 
of  the  celebrated  kumis,  made  by  the 
Kirghez  nomads  of  fermented  mare's 
milk.  I  did  not  take  a  second  drink. 
Kumis  is  supposed  to  be  a  remedy  for 
tuberculosis. 

The  Sarala  Gold  Mines  are  in  the  foot- 
hills of  the  north  slope  of  the  Altai 
Mountain  Range,  in  the  drainage  basin 
of  the  Yenisse  River.  The  gravel  de- 
posits along  part  of  the  Sarala  River 
and  several  tributaries  forming  its  head- 
waters carry  placer  gold,  and  around 
these  tributaries  more  than  fifty  gold 
bearing  quartz  veins  are  known  to  exist. 
Chilian  mills,  a  cyanide  plant  and  eight 
or  ten  hydraulic  giants  are  on  the 
ground.  The  development  of  a  water 
power  with  a  head  of  about  700  feet  is 
under  consideration.  A  Keystone  drill 
for  prospecting  is  on  the  way  from  Mos- 
cow. Another  American,  a  California 
hydraulic  expert  who  was  brought  from 
Manchuria,  is  employed  here.  The  mines 
are  110  kilos  from  the  railway  at  Yjur.

In  fact,  practically  no 
tickets  were  available  for  the  general 
public,  the  guarantors  of  the  project  be- 
ing so  numerous  that  their  needs,  which 
are,  of  course,  given  precedence,  practi- 
cally exhausted  the  seating  capacity  of 
the  Chapel.

Fire  Guts  Portion  of  Physics 
Building 

A  fire  which  broke  out  early  in  the 
n^orning  of  April  4  gutted  several  rooms 
in  the  central  portion  of  the  Physics 
Building  and  damaged  or  ruined  con- 
siderable electrical  equipment.  The  fire 
started,  presumably  from  a  short  cir- 
cuit, in  the  radio  room,  on  the  ground 
floor,  just  to  the  left  of  the  entrance. 
This  room  and  everything  in  It  was  a 
total  loss.  The  room  above,  which  is 
the  oiflce  of  Professor  Bidwell,  head  of 
the  Department  of  Physics,  was  also 
badly  damaged,  certain  records  and 
papers  being  consumed.  Hallways  and 
stairways  were  damaged,  and  walls  dis- 
figured in  this  portion  of  the  building. 
The  prompt  response  of  South  Side  fire 
companies  and  their  effective  work,  un- 
doubtedly prevented  a  much  more  serious 
conflagration.  As  it  was,  classes  were 
not  interrupted  and  the  loss  was  covered 
by  insurance. 


More  About  Lehigh  Astronomers 

R.  H.  Tucker,  '79,  sends  the  following 
addenda  to  his  "Reminiscences  of  a  Le- 
high Astronomer,"  published  in  the 
January  Bulletin: 

Through  inadvertance,  the  name  of 
one  short  time  astronomer  was  omitted 
from  the  list  in  the  January  issue  of  the 
Bulletin.  It  is  that  of  Theodore  D.  O. 
Palmer,  who  was  for  two  years  in  the 
class  of  '79  at  Lehigh,  and  finished  his 
engineering  course  in  the  same  class  at 
Union  College.  He  served  as  assistant  at 
the  Dudley  Observatory  in  Albany  for 
two  years,  and  then  joined  the  N.  Y. 
State  Survey  under  0.  S.  Wilson,  who 
was  a  classmate  of  C.  L.  Doolittle  at 
Michigan.  Later  Palmer  went  into  busi- 
ness, and  eventually  amassed  a  "fine  for- 
tune, above  that  usually  thought  pos- 
sible for  any  astronomer.

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Championship  Wresthng  Team 
Retains  Eastern  Title

]N  AGGRESSIVE,  fighting  Le- 
high wrestling  team,  one  that 
came  from  behind  in  the 
championships  and  conquered 
all  opposition  in  the  waning 
moments     of    the    meet,     retained     the

Eastern  Intercollegiate  Wrestling  title 
on  March  15  and  16  in  one  of  the  most 
fiercely  contested  title  meets  in  the 
twenty-five  years  of  this  association's 
existence.  Since  the  meet  was  held  here 
in  our  own  gymnasium,  a  better  setting 
for  the  garrison  finish  of  the  Brown 
and  White  grapplers  could  not  have  been 
found.  A  conception  of  the  tenseness 
and  bitter  struggles  in  the  final  session 
of  this  meet  can  be  gotten  when  it  is 
taken  into  consideration  that  nineteen 
of  the  twenty  matches  in  the  finals  and 
place  bouts  on  Saturday  afternoon  plaj'ed 
a  definite  part  in  the  final  outcome.  A 
representative  of  one  of  the  three  lead- 
ing contenders,  Cornell,  Penn  State  or 
Lehigh,  was  to  be  seen  in  all  but  one  of 
the  twenty  matches  on  that  hectic  after- 
noon. It  was  not  until  next  to  the  last 
bout,  when  C-aptain  Andy  Lehr  of  the 
Brown  and  'WTiite  wrested  a  decision 
from  Kreider  of  Yale,  that  Lehigh  had 
clinched  the  undisputed  title  for  the 
second  consecutive  year.  In  1927,  the 
title  was  won  jointly  by  Yale  and  Le- 
high. Lehigh  finished  with  a  score  of 
26  points  while  Cornell  and  State  tied 
for  second  place  with  20  points  each. 
Princeton  and  Yale  tied  for  third  place 
with  16 ;  Syracuse,  Columbia  and  Penn 
trailing  with  a  few  points  each. 

Lehigh's  margin  of  victory  was  en- 
tirely the  result  of  the  greater  ag- 
gressiveness of  the  Lehigh  men.  Both 
State  and  Lehigh  had  one  champion  and 
three  second  place  winners,  while  Cor- 
nell and.  Yale  had  two  champions,  but 
Billy  Sheridan's  pupils  garnered  twelve 
points  from  falls  compared  to  six  points 
by  State  and  eight  by  Cornell  and  there- 
by hangs  the  tale. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  preliminary 
and  semi-final  rounds  on  the  first  day  of 
the  meet,  Lehigh  and  Cornell  shared  the 
honors  with  eight  points  apiece,  but 
what  made  the  outlook  rather  gloomy 
for  Lehigh  was  the  fact  that  Cornell  had 
five  finalists  compared  to  our  two  and 
State  had  three.  But  the  Lehigh  sup- 
porters had  it  all  figured  out  on  paper 
how  Lehigh  was  going  to  win,  provided 
everj'thing  happened  according  to  form. 
And  while  not  everytliing  happened  the 
way  it  should  have,  enough  did  happen 


in  the  right  way  to  give  us  first  place. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  seven  bouts 
for  the  individual  championships  the 
outlook  had  a  rosy  hue,  but  merely  be- 
cause Cornell  with  its  red  jerseys  was 
well  in  the  lead,  with  two  champions 
and  three  other  men  with  an  equal 
chance  for  second  places.  Tubby  Miller, 
our  heavyweight,  had  won  the  title  in 
his  class  with  ease,  but  Capt.  Andy  Lehr 
lost  a  heart  breaker  to  Captain  Stafford 
from  Ithaca.  But  in  going  down  to  de- 
feat the  Brown  and  White  captain  in- 
scribed his  name  in  indelible  letters  in 
Lehigh  athletic  annals.  He  carried  the 
attack  to  his  larger  opponent  through- 
out the  bout  and  managed  to  gain  a  time 
advantage  of  slightly  more  than  a 
minute  with  about  five  minutes  of  the 
match  remaining',  which  would  have 
been  sufiicient  advantage  for  him  to 
v/in.   But  he  was  not  content  to  win  this

way  and,  continuing  on  the  attack,  he 
fell  into  a  hold  by  Stafford  which  he 
could  not  break  quickly  enough  to  pre- 
vent the  latter  from  winning  the  title. 

To  get  back  to  the  second  place  bouts, 
which  turned  the  tide  in  Lehigh's  favor. 
Phillips  and  Al.  Lewis  won  their  chal- 
lenge bouts  easily  and  repeated  their 
performances  in  the  bouts  with  the  de- 
feated finalists.  Harold  Phillips  won 
both  of  these  on  falls  as  well  as  his  pre- 
liminary bout,  thereby  contributing  nine 
points  to  Lehigh's  total  and  sharing 
high  scoring  honors  with  Tubby  Miller, 
who  scored  the  same  number  of  points. 
Lehr  was  the  other  second  place  winner. 

While  Lehigh  was  getting  twelve 
points  by  means  of  falls,  not  once  during 
the  meet  was  an  opponent  able  to  pin  a 
Brown  and  White  grappler's  shoulders 
to  the  mat. 

Six  of  the  seven  men  on  the  team  have 
completed  their  ^Testling  careers  at  Le- 
high. Tubby  Miller,  captain-elect  of 
football,  made  a  great  record  during  his 
last  two  years,  losing  but  one  match  in 
19,  to  Stafford,  of  Cornell,  in  the  finals 
last  year.  Lehr  won  the  title  last  year 
but  had  to  be  content  with  the  runner- 
up  position  this  year.  Phillips,  Al. 
Lewis  and  Benner  were  in  their  first 
and  last  intercollegiates,  although  Lewis 
did  compete  in  dual  meets  last  year. 
Landis  made  a  splendid  record  in  dual 
meets  but  lost  in  the  preliminaries  of 
the  title  meet.  Letowt.  a  junior,  experi- 
enced his  first  intercollegiates,  and  will 
lead  the  team  next  year  as  captain.  He 
lost  but  once  in  dual  competition. 

As  has  been  his  custom  for  the  past 
several  j^ears,  Roy  A.  Lewis,  of  the 
Bethlehem  Steel  Company,  an  ardent 
supporter  of  Lehigh  -m-estling,  and  who 
has  had  two  sons  on  Lehigh  mat  teams, 
tendered  a  banquet  to  the  entire  Varsity 
and  freshman  squads  as  well  as  a  num- 
ber of  men  at  the  university  actively 
interested  in  the  sport. 

Among  the  highlights  of  the  banquet 
were  presentations  by  the  team.  Billy 
Sheridan  was  presented  with  a  fishing 
basket  and  reel  and  a  raincoat,  since 
fishing  is  next  in  importance  to  him 
after  wrestling.  The  host  was  given  a 
handsome  pair  of  cuff  links  in  apprecia- 
tion of  his  interest  in  Lehigh  wrestling. 
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Football  Men  Predominate  on 
Lacrosse  Squad 

Even  though  Charlie  Lattig,  '03,  the 
lacrosse  coach,  does  not  have  any  surplus 
of  veterans  around  whom  he  can  build 
■  his  twelve,  there  are  a  goodly  number  of 
football  men  making  strong  bids  for 
Varsity  berths  and  this  is  the  type  of 
m,an  that  has  been  lacking  on  Brown 
and  White  lacrosse  teams  during  the 
past  few  years.  There  may  even  be  times 
this  year  when  the  line-up  of  this  sport 
will  closely  resemble  that  of  last  year's 
football  team.  Among  the  football  men 
who  are  making  a  good  showing  are 
Davidowitz,  Elliott,  Badgley,  Enscoe, 
Hoaster,  Glaus,  Savage,  Motion,  Levitz, 
Waltman,  Kirkpatrick  and  Chamberlain. 
The  last  three  are  veterans  of  one  or 
more  seasons.  The  other  veterans  are 
Captain  Ernie  Baker,  Al.  Lewis,  Dex 
BuUard,  all  of  whom  are  in  fairly  good 
condition,  because  of  participation  in 
fall  and  winter  sports.  Lewis  was  the 
125-pound  wrestler  and  Baker  was  a  sub- 
stitute forward  on  the  basketball  team.

Baseball  Team  Wallops  the  Old

The  baseball  team  has  started  off  the 
season  with  a  bang  and  a  couple  of 
whoopees.  They  returned  from  a  trip 
over  Easter  with  two  victories  to  their 
credit  and  no  defeats,  giving  them  a 
clean  record  to  date.  They  started  out 
to  play  four  games  on  this  trip,  but  rain 
caused  the  cancellation  of  the  intended 
opener  with  the  Navy  and  the  second 
with  Temple  was  called  off  because  of 
the  death  of  the  associate  president  of 
that  University.  So  it  was  against  Villa- 
nova  that  the  Brown  and  Wliite  nine  had 
its  iirst  taste  of  action  for  1929.  And 
there  was  plenty  of  action,  as  the  score 
of  10  to  8  would  indicate.  But  the 
strange  part  of  this  game  was  that  Coach 
Adams  started  a  sophomore  rookie, 
Zakorka,  on  the  mound,  who  was  pitted 
against  Villanova's  ace,  Hensel,  and  our 
batters  got  rid  of  the  latter  in  the  second 
inning  while  Zakorka  was  able  to  hold 
the  opposing  hitters  in  check  for  six 
innings.  Incidentally,  there  were  several 
big  league  scouts  present  to  look  over  the 
Villanova  talent  and  it  is  rather  dubious 
as  to  whether  they  got  a  very  favorable 
impression.  In  the  course  of  the  after- 
noon Villanova  managed  to  make  some 
half  dozen  errors  but  Lehigh  got  ten  hits 
to  their  nine,  which  showed  that  we  de- 
served to  win. 

The  next  afternoon  the  team  had  an 
easy  time  with  Drexel  in  Philadelphia. 
Mort  Strauss,  the  Brown  and  White 
pitching  ace,  gave  the  opponents  exactly 
one  hit,  while  our  batters  were  cracking 
out  fourteen  and  scoring  eight  runs. 

Bob  Adams  has  a  hustling,  scrappy 
team,  with  seven  veterans  as  a  nucleus, 
several  of  whom  will  be  on  hand  again 
next  year.  Probably  the  outstanding 
men  on  the  team  are  Jerry  O'Leary,  the 
shortstop,  and  Mort  Strauss,  the  leading 
pitcher.  Both  are  exceptional  hitters  for 
college  ranks,  being  above  the  .300  mark 
last  season.  Jerry  is  one  of  the  most 
finished  fielders  to  wear  a  Brown  and 
White  uniform  since  the  days  when  Sam 
Fishburn,  '17,  used  to  cavort  in  the  same 
position.  If  the  big  league  scouts  had 
their  eyes  open  at  Villanova,  they  didn't 
find  all  the  attractive  talent  on  one  team.

Wrestlers  Attract  Record  Crowd

Lehigh's  championship  wrestling  team 
proved  to  be  a  stellar  attraction  at  a 
meeting  of  the  New  York  Lehigh  Club  on 
April  5  in  the  Merchants  Restaurant, 
with  the  result  that  the  meeting  was 
characterized  by  an  unusually  large  at- 
tendance, about  one  hundred  and  forty 
alumni  acting  as  hosts  to  Billy  Sheridan 
and  his  proteges. 

As  the  time  approached  for  the  dinner 
to  start,  things  did  not  look  any  too  en- 
couraging, even  though  a  record  crowd 
was  on  hand.  The  team  had  not  put  in 
its  appearance  nor  had  the  mats  arrived 
and  there  didn't  seem  to  be  anyone  to 
lead  the  songs  and  cheers.  But  just  as 
the  crowd  was  descending  into  the  base- 
ment the  mats  arrived  and  as  soon  as 
President  William  Wirt  Mills,  '87,  called 
for  a  song,  Ollie  Saunders,  '24,  bobbed 
up  and  showed  that  he  had  not  forgotten 
how  he  used  to  lead  cheers  and  songs  at 
football  games.  And  he  found  an  able 
■  assistant  in  George  Grace,  '22.  In  fact 
George  soon  became  the  leader  and  didn't 
even  take  time  out  to  eat.  If  everybody 
present  didn't  feel  at  home  and  didn't 
do  his  share  of  the  shouting  it  wasn't 
George's  fault.

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Porter,  '78,   Prominent   in    Drive    for 

Proposed  Museum  of  Engineering 
and  Industry 

H.  P.  J.  Porter,  who  started  the  move- 
ment, and  who  has  been  secretary  of 
the  proposed  National  Museum  of  En- 
gineering and  Industry  since  Its  incor- 
poration in  1924,  is  at  present  taking  an 
active  part  in  its  interests  in  Washing- 
ton. The  Museum,  sponsored  by  many 
of  the  foremost  industrial  and  engineer- 
ing leaders  of  the  day,  will  fill  a  long 
felt  want  in  our  national  life.  Although 
much  has  been  done  to  educate  the  pub- 
lic to  an  appreciation  of  the  aesthetic, 
the  United  States,  the  foremost  indus- 
trial nation  in  the  world  today,  has  been 
notoriously  backward  in  the  vocational 
education  of  its  populace.  As  a  result 
many  of  the  European  countries  could 
give  us  lessons  in  this  field. 

The  proposed  museum  will  put  us  well 
to  the  fore  in  this  type  of  work.  A  site 
at  the  extreme  eastern  end  of  East  Capi- 
tal Street,  the  major  axis  of  the  City  of 
Washington,  comprising  upwards  of  a 
hundred  acres  of  land,  has  been  sug- 
gested for  it  by  the  National  Capital 
Park  and  Planning  Commission  and  it 
is  planned  to  model  it  on  the  lines  of 
the  famous  Wembly  exhibit  in  London 
in  1925.  A  group  of  exhibition  buildings, 
each  devoted  to  a  department  of  indus- 
try and  all  in  fine  landscape  setting, 
will  be  designed  from  the  winning  plans 
submitted  in  a  nation-wide  competition 
under  the  direction  of  the  American  In- 
stitute of  Architects.  The  location  of 
this  important  group  would  balance  the 
Lincoln  Memorial  at  the  extreme  west- 
ern end  of  the  same  street,  which  is 
there  developed  into  what  is  termed 
"The  Mall,"  and  between  the  two  ends 
of  which  are  located  the  Washington 
Monument  and  the  Capitol.  The  Mu- 
seum will  be  essentially  an  educational 
institution  for  the  vocational  guidance 
of  youth,  and  the  direction  of  adult  en- 
deavor in  this  field.  With  headquarters 
in  the  national  capital,  it  will  have  an 
extension  system  cooperating  with  the 
education  departments  of  the  various 
states,  and  its  benefits  will  be  carried 
to  the  people  in  the  most  remote  vil- 
lages of  the  country. 

Bills  have  been  introduced  in  the  Sen- 
ate by  the  Hon.  Royal  S.  Copeland,  Dem- 
ocrat, of  New  York,  and  in  the  House  by 
the  Hon.  Hamilton  Fish,  Republican,  of 
New  York,  authorizing  the  President  to 
appoint  a  commission  of  men  skilled  in 
engineering,  chemistry,  manufacturing 
and  museums,  to  study  the  whole  field 
of  industrial  museums  and  recommend 
what  shall  be  the  character  and  scope 
of  the  museum.  The  press  has  com- 
mented very  favorably  on  these  bills. 

It  is  with  a  great  sense  of  satisfaction 
that  we  see  a  Lehigh  man  taking  such 
a  prominent  part  in  this  movement. 


Stevens,   '86,   Projects    Tunnel    Under 
English  Channel 

Modern  Transport,  in  a  recent  issue, 
contained  a  fine  article  about  the  pro- 
posed high-speed  broad-gauge  railway 
under  the  English  Channel  to  be  con- 
structed at  a  cost  of  $920,000,000.  The 
plans  for  this  railroad  will  be  of  par- 
ticular interest  to  Lehigh  men  since 
they  have  been  endorsed  by  Theodore 
Stevens,  '86,  consulting  engineer,  of  Lon- 
don.

The  proposed  railway,  which  will  run 
from  London  to  Paris,  a  distance  of  ap- 
proximately 253  miles,  will  be  of  the 
electric  type.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
journey  will  be  made  in  2  hours,  45 
minutes,  an  average  speed  of  92  miles 
per  hour,  and  plans  are  being  made  to 
accommodate  12,166,166  passengers  year- 
ly. In  order  to  insure  the  punctuality  of 
the    system,    tractors   capable   of   main- 


taining a  speed  of  120  m.  p.  h.,  at  least 
for  a  short  period,  will  be  used.  At 
present  the  locomotives  regarded  most 
favorably  for  the  project  are  those  put 
out  by  the  General  Electric  Co.  and  the 
Brown-Boveri  Corp. 

The  whole  scheme  will  undoubtedly 
meet  with  stiff  opposition  since  it  will 
compete  with  the  Southern  Railway  of 
England,  and  the  government  subsi- 
dised Imperial  Airways.  Since  it  could 
make  the  journey  faster  than  the  pres- 
ent cross  channel  'plane,  the  latter 
would  be  particularly  hard  hit. 

Portz,  '17,  Heads  School  Board 

Fred  E.  Portz,  '17,  was  unanimously 
elected  president  of  the  Kearny,  N.  J., 
Board  of  Education  at  a  recent  meeting. 
His  election  is  extremely  popular  with 
his  fellow  townspeople,  not  only  be- 
cause he  is  the  first  product  of  the  local 
school  system  to  become  its  head,  but 
also  because  of  his  active  participation 
in  community  affairs. 

Portz  organized  the  Probisher  Post, 
No.  99,  American  Legion,  of  Arlington. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Kearny  Zoning 
Board  in  1926,  and  in  1927  served  on 
the  Board  of  Education.  He  also  organ- 
ized and  is  now  president  of  the  Kearny 
High  School  Athletic  Council. 

In  his  speech  on  taking  the  chair, 
Portz  promised  to  continue  to  make  the 
advancement  of  the  school  system  his 
hobby.  He  predicted  the  coordination 
of  athletic  activities  and  control  of 
revenue-producing  properties  of  the 
Board  would,  in  a  short  time,  be  a 
source  of  profitable  income  to  the  school 
system.  He  advocated  a  building  pro- 
gram to  anticipate  at  least  10  years' 
growth  in  school  population,  and  the 
organization  of  a  junior  high  school 
within  the  next  4  years.

Spring  is  here  for  sure  now.  The  regu- 
lar Sunday  parade  of  representatives  of 
certain  types  of  the  town's  femininity  is 
again  going  by  the  house  on  the  way  up 
the  hill.  It  makes  a  good  pastime  for 
the  boys  that  don't  have  anything  else 
to  do,  to  sit  around  out  front  but  when 
you  want  to  get  some  letters  written 
you  wish  it  was  raining.  Here's  house 
party  only  two  weeks  away  and  I 
haven't  got  a  woman  yet.  I  wrote  to 
Betty  Brown,  that  girl  from  Baltimore  I 
thought  I  made  a  hit  with  at  the  H.  P. 
last  fall,  but  I  haven't  heard  from  her 
yet.

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OBITUARIES 

R.  Arrowsmith,  '81 

Robert  Arrowsmith,  of  the  Columbia 
University  Library,  died  on  June  1, 
1928.  In  addition  to  attending  Lehigh, 
he  earned  a  master's  and  doctor's  de- 
gree from  Columbia. 

A.  R.  Nuncio,  '84 

Albino  Rosendo  Nuncio,  consulting 
engineer  and  a  patent  and  trademarks 
agent  in  Mexico,  died  of  pneumonia  on 
January  9,  at  his  home  in  Mexico  City. 
Nuncio  returned  to  his  home  country  im- 
mediately after  graduation  and  soon  be- 
came connected  with  the  Mexican  Patent 
Office,  being  gradually  promoted  until 
he  became  the  head  of  said  Patent  Office 
under  the  administration  of  President 
Diaz.  He  came  back  to  this  country  on 
several  occasions  as  the  official  in  charge 
of  the  Mexican  exhibit  at  various 
World's  Fairs,  Including  the  Pan  Ameri- 
can at  Buffalo  and  the  San  FVancisco 
Fair  In  1915,  during  which  times  a  few 
members  of  the  class  were  able  to  renew 
acquaintance  with  him,  but  he  was  never 
able  to  attend  any  class  reunions  or 
other  Lehigh  functions.  After  the  revo- 
lution in  Mexico,  Nuncio  went  out  of 
office  and  thereafter  carried  on  work  as 
a  patent  agent,  handling  applications 
for  Mexican  patents,  serving  in  this 
capacity  his  classmate  James  A.  Watson 
of  the  patent  law  firm  of  Watson,  Colt, 
Morse  &  Grindle  in  Washington,  among 
others. 

As  a  student  Nuncio  was  a  bright  and 
very  companionable  chap  who  went 
through  the  course  without  conditions, 
but  took  little  part  in  extra  curriculum 
activities  of  the  class.  He  had  consider- 
able artistic  ability  and  made  all  the 
drawings  for  the  '84  Epitome.  He  was  a 
very  close  friend  of  his  classmate 
Packard  and  probably  spent  more  time 
socially  with  Packard  than  any  other 
member  of  the  class. 

G.  E.  Gay,  '92 

George  E.  Gay,  a  retired  mining  engi- 
neer, died  on  July  31,  1928. 

L.  C.  Esty,  '21 

Lucien  Coy  Esty,  a  son  of  the  late 
Prof.  Wm.  Esty,  of  the  Department  of 
Electrical  Engineering  at  Lehigh,  died 
of  pneumonia  on  March  19,  at  New 
Haven,  Conn.  He  attended  Lehigh  for 
a  short  time  and  then  transferred  to 
Amherst.  He  was  taking  advanced 
work  in  English  at  Yale  when  he  was 
fatally  stricken.  Esty  was  a  co-author 
of  the  original  "Ask-Me-Another"  book.

'7S  and  achieved  some  note  as  a  baseball 
player  on  the  college  team.

Drop  by  drop  the  spring  runs  dry." 

Well  do  I  recall  Stahr.  He  as  catcher, 
and  Ache  as  pitcher,  were  a  good  bat- 
tery. For  years  he  has  been  coming 
back  in  June,  always  recalling  old  times. 
His  first  greeting  to  me  was  always 
"Hello  Billie,  did  Lowden  come  yet?" 
And  it  was  only  a  short  time  before  we 
three  were  again  rehearsing  some  remi- 
niscences of  the  ball  field. 

Apropos  of  baseball,  perhaps  a  bit  of 
baseball  history  will  be  interesting,  his- 
tory of  from  1874  to  1876.  W.  L.  Raeder, 
left  field  and  second  base;  Captain  W.
